In  view  of  the  increased  enrollment  in  the  science  and  mathemc 
areas,  expanded  facilities  at  La  Salle  are  a  necessity.  The  r 
Science  Building,  completely  modern  in  every  respect,  will  be 
the  use  of  the  Chemistry,  Biology,  Geology,  Physics  and  Psychol< 
Departments.  The  three-story  structure  will  also  include  space 
much-needed  scientific  research  areas.  The  basement  is  desig 
to  permit  orderly  and  economical  expansion  in  the  future.  Estima 
cost,    including    both    construction    and    equipment,    is    $2,000,0 


COLLEGE  UNION   BUILDING 

An  important  addition  to  the  cultural  facilities  of  the  Campus, 
four-story  building,  with  75,000  square  feet  of  space,  will  hous 
Lounge  adaptable  for  banquets  and  dancing,   consisting  of  7,( 
square  feet.  It  will  also  contain  a  Cafeteria  with  four  dining  ro< 
that  will  serve  740  students  and   75  faculty  members  at  one  ti 
not  including  those  who  will  use  the  snack  bar.  There  will  be  a  p 
fessionally  designed  Theatre  with  recessed  orchestra  pit,  acoust 
ceiling,   electrically  operated  curtain   and   comfortable  upholste 
seats.   In   addition,   the  building  will   have  a  Campus  Store,  adrrt 
istrative  offices  for  Publicity,  Alumni,   Placement  and  Developm 
a  Game  Room,  a  Music  Room,  President's  Reception  Area  and 
dent  Meeting  Rooms  for  all  clubs  and  organizations  on  the  cam 
Total   construction   cost  is  estimated   at  $2,000,000. 


THE  NEW   HIGH   SCHOOL 

The   decision   to   move   the   campus   High   School  to   a   new   sit 
Montgomery  County  has  two  distinct  advantages.  First,  it  furnis 
larger  quarters  for  the  High  School's  increasing  enrollment;  seco 
it    economically    provides    badly    needed    classroom    space    for 
rapidly  expanding  number  of  College  undergraduates.  The  ne 
Salle   College   High    School,   of  reinforced   concrete   and    steel 
struction,  was  designed  to  accommodate  a  projected  enrollmen 
1,000  pupils.  The  three-story  academic  wing  will  contain  32  cl 
rooms  and   laboratory  facilities.  Other  areas  will  feature  an  a 
torium,    a    gymnasium,    a    library    and    the    administration    offi 
Incorporating    the   most  advanced   concepts   in    school   constructs 
the   new   building    and    its   site  will   cost   an   estimated   $2,800.01

NEW  RESIDENCE   HALLS 

The  four  Residence  Halls  on  Campus  are  no  longer 
sufficient  to  accommodate  the  increasing  number 
of  men  who  live  beyond  commuting  distance  but 
still  wish  to  attend  La  Salle.  Additional  Campus 
living  facilities  to  house  140  students  will  be 
erected    at  an   estimated   cost  of   $600,000. 


THE   NEW   CHAPEL 

The  only  Chapel  on  La  Salle's  Campus  up  to  this 
time  has  been  a  small  one  in  the  Brothers'  Com- 
munity House.  It  is  open  to  all  students  and  lay 
faculty  members,  and  is  used  with  such  frequency 
that  its  limited  size  is  most  inadequate.  It  is  abso- 
lutely essential  that  La  Salle,  with  its  stress  on 
Christian  principles  and  religious  development, 
build  a  Chapel  to  serve  the  spiritual  needs  of  its 
students.   Estimated   construction   cost  is  $600,000. 


NEW   CLASSROOM   BUILDING 

With  the  additions  and  changes  previously  men- 
tioned in  this  folder,  classroom  facilities  will  be 
adequate  for  current  enrollment.  However,  it  is 
certain  that  La  Salle  will  have  to  greatly  increase 
its  accommodations  in  the  very  near  future  if  the 
growing  demand  for  a  La  Salle  education  is  to  be 
satisfied.  In  planning  ahead  to  meet  this  need, 
the  College  will  be  able  to  make  a  much  smoother 
transition  to  expanding  enrollment,  and  thus  avoid 
the  inconvenience  and  confusion  always  accom- 
panying emergency  expansion.

To  Date 

In  March,  1959,  the  La  Salle  Endow- 
ment Foundation  recommended  a  con- 
centrated effort  on  the  part  of  all  La 
Salle  constituencies  to  help  finance  the 
planned  expansion  program.

I  j  UKE  E.  HART,  Supreme  Knight  of  the  Knights  of 
Columbus,  will  be  this  year's  recipient  of  the  La  Salle 
College  Alumni  Association's  Signum  Fidei  Medal,  which 
will  be  presented  Sunday,  November  15,  at  a  Communion 
Breakfast  on  the  Olney  Avenue  campus. 

The  Breakfast,  which  will  follow  a  Mass  celebrated  by 
the  Rev.  Sidney  Burgoyne,  '46,  in  the  College  auditorium  at 
10  a.m.,  will  be  held  in  the  Dining  Room  of  the  new  College 
Union  Building.  A  memorial  service  at  the  campus  Shrine 
of  the  Sacred  Heart,  where  Alumni  President  John  A.  Guis- 
chard,  '38,  will  place  a  wreath  in  memory  of  La  Salle's  war 
dead,  will  follow  the  Mass. 

Among  Columbian  Squires'  Founders 

Born  the  son  of  pioneer  Iowan  parents  in  1880,  Hart 
attended  Drake  University  in  Des  Moines  and  received  his 
LL.B.  degree  from  the  University  of  Missouri  in  1905.  After 
his  admission  to  the  Missouri  Bar  in  that  year,  he  then 
qualified  in  1913  for  sei-vice  in  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court.  At 
age  30,  he  was  named  city  attorney  of  St.  Louis,  at  which  he 
served  for  four  years. 

Hart  was  a  member  of  the  committee  that  initiated  the 
Columbian  Squires,  the  boys'  program  of  the  Knights  of 
Columbus,  and  was  also  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Boys' 
Club  of  St.  Louis  in  1929.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Catholic  Orphans  Board  in  St.  Louis,  from  1918  to  1946. 

The  Medalist  first  joined  the  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Kenrick  Council,  St.  Louis,  in  1908.  His  leadership  qualities 
were  rapidly  recognized,  for  he  served  as  that  council's  Grand 
Knight  from  1913  to  1915,  and  as  District  Deputy  from  1916 
to  1918,  when  he  was  named  Missouri's  State  Deputy.  He  was 
also  elected  to  the  Supreme  Board  of  Directors  in  1918,  and 
served  at  that  post  until  1922,  when  he  was  elected  Supreme 
Advocate,  his  office  until  his  election  as  Supreme  Knight  in 
1953. 

Named  Private  Chamberlain  in  1951 

Hart  has  been  a  member  of  the  law  committee  of  the 
National  Fraternal  Congress  for  over  20  years,  and  in  1951 
was  its  president.  The  Congress  represents  more  than  10 
million  members  of  110  fraternal  societies. 

Named  a  Knight  of  St.  Gregory  in  1927,  Hart  was  advanced 
in  1939  by  Pope  Pius  XI  to  the  rank  of  Knight  Commander, 
and  to  Knight  Grand  Cross  by  Pope  Pius  XII  in  1942.  In 
1951,  he  was  appointed  to  his  present  rank,  Private  Chamber- 
lain with  Cape  and  Sword  to  His  Holiness.    He  has  also  been

named  an  Officer  of  the  French  Order  of  Morocco,  and  holds 
the  Spanish  Order  of  Merit. 

Among  other  honors,  Hart  has  received  St.  Louis  Univer- 
sity's highest  award,  its  "Fleur-de-lis,"  and  the  honorary 
degree  of  doctor  of  laws  from  the  Catholic  University  and 
St.  Francis  Xavier  University,  Nova  Scotia. 

As  Supreme  Knight,  Hart  is  responsible  for  a  fraternal 
order  that  has  some  1,116,000  members  throughout  the  U.  S., 
Canada,  Mexico,  Cuba,  and  the  Philippine  Islands.  In  recent 
years  he  has  sponsored  two  of  the  Knights'  most  noteworthy 
projects:  the  "Catholic  Advertising  Program,"  and  the  micro- 
filming of  more  than  40,000  documents  in  the  Vatican 
Library.  The  Advertising  Program  has  resulted  in  three  and 
one-half  million  inquiries  and  350,000  applications  for 
religious  instruction.  At  a  cost  of  some  $475,000,  the  micro- 
films will  be  made  available  to  scholars  in  the  new  St.  Louis 
University  Pope  Pius  XII  Memorial  Library. 

$1  Million  To  National  Shrine 

Another  of  the  major  achievements  by  the  Knights  under 
Hart's  leadership  was  the  presentation,  last  July,  of  $500,000, 
completing  the  Knights'  $1  million  pledge  toward  the  bell 
tower  for  the  National  Shrine  of  the  Immaculate  Conception, 
in  Washington. 

Past  Award  Recipients 

Established  by  the  Alumni  Association  in  1941,  the 
Signum  Fidei  Award  is  presented  annually  to  a  person  who 
had  made  "a  most  noteworthy  contribution  to  the  advance- 
ment of  Christian  principles." 

Last  year's  recipient  was  Joseph  J.  Toland,  Jr.,  M.D., 
prominent  Philadelphia  surgeon.  Previous  medalists  have 
included:  Matthew  H.  McCloskey,  builder;  Bishop  Fulton  J. 
Sheen;  Dr.  Francis  J.  Braceland,  noted  psychiatrist;  His 
Eminence  Denis  Cardinal  Dougherty,  and  Henry  Viscardi, 
founder  of  Abilities,  Inc.

RECORD  ENROLLMENT,  1 00th  CLASS, 
MARK  LA  SALLE  OPENING 

La  Salle  College  welcomed  a  record 
'Centenary  Class'  of  nearly  600  freshmen 
September  21,  when  the  College  opened 
its  97th  academic  year.  Added  to  pre- 
registration  figures  of  upper-classmen, 
the  100th  freshman  class  brought  the 
total  day  enrollment  to  another  mark  of 
over  2,100  students. 

The  Freshman  Orientation  Program 
for  the  Centenary  Class  of  1963  began 
September  14  with  a  welcome  address 
by  Brother  Daniel  Bernian,  F.S.C.,  Presi- 
dent of  the  College. 

The  annual,  week-long  indoctrination 
course,  designed  to  aid  the  freshmen  in 
adjusting  to  college  life,  stressed  the 
history  and  traditions  of  the  College  to 
the  100th  freshman  class.  The  students 
also  became  acquainted  with  the  Col- 
lege's curricular  and  extracurricular  pro- 
gram, the  health,  recreational,  and  per- 
sonnel services,  and  with  the  buildings 
and  grounds  of  the  campus.  Special  em- 
phasis was  this  year  given  to  the  aims 
and  use  of  the  two  new  buildings  on  the 
Olney  Avenue  campus:  the  College 
Union,  which  opened  when  classes  con- 
vened, and  the  Science  Building,  still 
under  construction  for  expected  spring 
semester  occupancy.

Record  1,000  R.O.T.C.  Cadets 
Another  record  total  —  for  the  second 
consecutive  year  —  of  over  1,000  R.O.T.C. 
cadets  will  take  part  in  La  Salle's  mili- 
tary science  program,  now  commanded 
by  Lt.  Col.  William  J.  Bennett,  U.S.A. 
In  addition,  last  year's  mark  of  some  130 
cadets  applying  for  the  R.O.T.C.  ad- 
vanced course,  necessary  for  either  re- 
serve or  regular  army  commissions  upon 
graduation,  has  again  been  equaled. 

Two  new  courses  have  been  added  to 
the  La  Salle  curriculum  for  the  current 


school  year.  The  English  Department  is 
offering  a  course  in  "Literature  of  the 
Medieval  and  Renaissance  Periods,"  and 
another  course,  "Radioisotope  Technol- 
ogy," is  being  given  by  the  Physics 
Department. 

New  Wages,  Tuition,  Buildings 
From  the  financial  standpoint,  the 
major  innovations  for  the  new  semester 
are  the  recently-announced  faculty  wage 
scale,  enabling  increases  of  $500  to  $1,000 
for  all  members  of  the  La  Salle  faculty, 
and  the  rise  in  tuition  which  made  the 
salary  increases  possible. 

Another  major  change  on  the  Olney 
Avenue  campus  is  the  recently-completed, 
ultra-modern  College  Union.  The  giant, 
$2  million  edifice  houses  a  student  dining- 
room  and  snack  bar,  seating  almost  800 
persons,  another  dining  room  for  80 
faculty  members,  a  theatre,  recreation 
hall,  barber  shop,  campus  store,  and  con- 
ference rooms. 

Students  on  the  La  Salle  campus  dur- 
ing the  coming  year  may  also  witness 
the  completion  of  the  College's  new, 
three-story  Science  Center,  now  under 
construction.  It  will  contain  86,000  sq.  ft. 
of  floor  space,  and  provide  laboratories 
and  offices  for  the  physics,  biology,  psy- 
chology, chemistry,  and  geology  depart- 
ments. In  addition,  there  will  be  15,000 
sq.  ft.  reserved  for  research  activities 
by  these  departments. 

FOOD  FAIR  AWARDS  TWO 
SCHOLARSHIPS 

Two  Philadelphia  students  were 
awarded  four-year  scholarships  to  La 
Salle  College  by  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc., 
it  was  announced  by  Brother  Daniel 
Bernian,  F.S.C.,  president  of  the  College. 

The  award  recipients  are  George 
Walters,  Jr.,  a  1959  graduate  of  Cardinal 
Dougherty  High  School,  and  Martin 
Kedra,  an  alumnus  of  Father  Judge  High 
School. 

The  Scholarships,  valued  at  almost 
$3,000  each  over  a  four-year  period,  are 
made  available  each  year  to  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  Food  Fair  employees,  and 
to  students  living  in  communities  serv- 
iced by  Food  Fair  stores.

Political  VIP'S,  Mock  Election 
In  La  Salle  "Campaign" 

Mayor  Richardson  Dilworth,  three 
other  prominent  area  political  figures, 
and  a  mock  election,  highlighted  a  "cam- 
paign" on  the  La  Salle  College  campus 
corresponding  to  current  local  political 
activity  for  the  November  3rd  city 
election. 

Now  a  traditional  election  year  event, 
sponsored  by  La  Salle's  International 
Relations  Club,  the  "campaign''  opened 
October  15  with  an  address  to  the  stu- 
dents and  faculty  by  Mayor  Dilworth, 
Democratic  Party  incumbent  mayorality 
candidate. 

Harold  E.  Stassen,  Dilworth's  Repub- 
lican Party  adversary  for  the  office, 
spoke  October  19th  in  the  Olney  Avenue 
auditorium,  and  talks  by  James  H.  J. 
Tate,  president  of  City  Council,  and 
William  M.  Lennox,  sheriff,  followed  on 
October  21st.  Each  talk  featured  a  ques- 
tion and  answer  session  between  the 
speaker  and  audience. 

The  mock  election,  at  which  standard 
voting  machines  were  used,  was  held  on 
October  22nd. 

Dilworth,  a  1921  alumnus  of  Yale 
University,    entered    the    local    political 


scene  in  the  mayorality  contest  of  1947, 
but  was  defeated  by  92,000  votes.  In 
1949,  however,  he  was  elected  City  Treas- 
urer, and  in  1951  was  among  the  first 
victorious  Democratic  Party  Candidates 
in  67  years,  winning  the  District  Attor- 
ney post.  Four  years  later,  Dilworth  was 
elected  mayor,  defeating  his  Republican 
opponent,  W.  Thatcher  Longstreth. 

Stassen,  past  president  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  and  former  U.  S. 
deputy  representative  on  the  United  Na- 
tions Disarmament  Commission,  won 
recognition  on  the  international  scene 
when,  as  special  assistant  to  the  Presi- 
dent, he  directed  study  of  U.  S.  and  world 
disarmament,  including  the  control  of 
nuclear  weapons.  A  native  of  Minnesota, 
he  was  governor  of  that  state  from  1939- 
43,  when  he  resigned  to  serve  in  the 
South  Pacific  during  WWII.  He  was  the 
youngest  governor  in  Minnesota's  history 
and,  at  that  time,  the  youngest  in  the 
U.S. 


LA  SALLE  PROFESSOR  LECTURES 
ON  TV 

On  Tuesday,  September  29,  1959,  Dr. 
Joseph  C.  Reino,  Assistant  Professor  of 
English,  began  a  series  of  sixteen  tele- 
vision lectures  over  WFIL-TV,  Channel  6. 

The  course,  entitled  MODERN 
POETRY,  will  consist  of  brief  discus- 
sions and  reading's  of  the  principal  poems 
of  the  modern  age,  chiefly  though  not 
exclusively  American. 

The  program  will  try  to  emphasize 
that  modern  poetry  is  not  at  all  difficult 
to  understand,  that  many  poets  have  im- 
portant comments  to  make  upon  the  con- 
temporary scene  (sometimes  serious, 
sometimes  amusing),  and  that  poetry  in 
general  is  an  enjoyable  and  worthwhile 
experience.

A.M.,  Tuesdays.  Each  Tuesday's  program 
will  be  filmed  on  video  tape  for  re- 
broadcast  at  6:30  A.M.,  the  following 
Tuesday. 


HISTORICAL  REPORT  II 

Brother  Reverian,  F.S.C., 
Co-Founder  of  LaSalle  College

The  establishment  of  La  Salle  College 
in  1863  was  a  result  of  the  joint  efforts, 
experience,  and  total  dedication  of  the 
entire  community  of  Christian  Brothers 
then  residing  in  Philadelphia.  Brother 
Reverian,  F.S.C.,  assumed  an  active  role 
in  the  Community  and  with  the  other 
Brothers  can  be  considered  as  Co-Founder 
of  La  Salle  College. 

Born  in  Tipperary,  Ireland,  in  1826, 
Jeremiah  Duggan  migrated  to  Canada  at 
an  early  age.  Imbued  with  the  religious 
zeal  of  his  forebears,  he  entered  the 
Novitiate  at  Montreal  in  1858.  He  was 
then  32  years  of  age.  Upon  completion 
of  his  training  he  received  the  name  of 
Brother  Reverian  in  religion.  His  first 
assignment  was  to  St.  James  School  in 
Brooklyn  in  1861.  In  1862  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Philadelphia  Community,  al- 
ternately teaching  at  St.  Ann's  and  St. 
Mary's  Schools.  When  the  Brothers  ap- 
plied for  and  received  a  Charter  for 
"La  Salle  College  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia," Brother  Reverian's  name  ap- 
peared as  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the 
College,  using  for  legal  purposes  his 
secular  name — Jeremiah  Duggan.  May 
29,  1863,  found  Brother  Reverian  as- 
sistant to  Brother  Leo  in  the  establish- 
ment of  the  New  York  Catholic  Pro- 
tectory, where  Brother  Reverian  re- 
mained until  1870.  From  1871  to  1878  he 
taught  successively  at  St.  Joseph's  School 
in  Baltimore  and  at  St.  Michael's  in 
Philadelphia.  Transferred  in  1878  to  the 
scene  of  his  earlier  labors,  Brother 
Reverian  spent  the  rest  of  his  life  at  the 
New  York  Catholic  Protectory  where  he 
died  on  January  23, 1907,  at  the  age  of  82. 

In  his  later  years  Brother  Reverian 
was  afflicted  with  bronchial  asthma  ag- 
gravated by  prolonged  attacks  of  insom- 
nia all  of  which  he  bore  with  fortitude 
and  resignation.  His  life  was  a  complete 
dedication  to  the  service  of  God  and  his 
community.
